The 
champion was growing more nervous 
as the bout progressed, for every time 
he got a hold on Stecher and Joe 
broke it the fact was stamped in his

‘Not only the physical strain, but the 
mental strain began to tell on Cad- 
dock. The man of a thousand holds 
first saw the danger when Stecher 
got him down with a body scissors 
and wrist lock about five minutes be- 
‘fore the bout ended.

“ Aside from the merits of the Demp-
